Viterary Intelligence. 

Jupae Witson, of Rochester, N. Y., says the Hvening Post, is about to 
bring forth a new work upon the Conquest of Mexico, The author takes a 
different view from Prescott of the reliability of the Monkish Chronicles— 
doubting their accuracy. The opinions and arguments of Judge Wilson in 
this connection are endorsed by Hon. Lewis Cass, who first, in the North 
American Review, pointed out the inconsistencies and fables of the Spanish 
historians of the Conquest, even before Prescott wrote his history, and who, 
from his experience of fifty years in investigations of Indian life, is as capa- 
ble of reliable judgmeat upon the work as any man in the country. The 
work will be published by Challen & Son, Philadelphia, and Sheldon, Blake- 
man & Co., of New York. 

At the age of seventy-five, on the 20th of December, died Mr. S. W. Singer, 
whose name has been most recently before the literary world in connection 
with the sale of his collection of MSS. and as an.editor of Shakspeare and 
Bacon. Mr. Singer had been a laborer during a long and studious life, and his 
name oceurs on title-pages from the very beginning of the century. Mr. Singer 
may be considered to have been entirely self-educated, but his knowledge of 
books and of their contents was extensive, minute and multifarious: his ser- 
vices, especially to the cause of Old English Literature, must be rated high. 
His habits were retired, and his tastes refined; and while he shared the fate 
which no illustrator of the text of Shakspeare seems able to escape, of being 
involved in controversies occasionally more than warm, his nature was kindly 
and his attachments were affectionate.— Atheneum. 








About two years since John M. Barnard, Esq., of Boston, offered a pre- 
mium of one thousand dollars, for the best essay on Temperance legislation, 
together with the outline of a law embodying the opinions of the writer, 
About forty essays were sent in, and were submitted to a Committee consist- 
ing of Ex-Governor Clifford, the Rev, A. H. Vinton, Nahum Capen and Peter 
Cooper, whose decision, which has recently been returned to Mr. Barnard, 
is, that no one of the essays is, in their judgment, of sufficient merit to justify 
them in awarding to its author the prize or the preference, 


From the London Publishers’ Circular, December 31, 

January one is generally suggestive of number ones—of new ventures— 
of new series of existing ventures—and of alterations and improvements in 
what is old. New Year's Day is a fair starting-point for all, and generally 
we have to record many promises and some enterprising speculations. —The 
summary of new and renewed undertakings, however, in this department, is 
this year unusually meagre. 

An edition of Sydney Smith’s Works, in shilling parts, has its first to- 
day: also the reissue of two popularly entitled: books—Ten Thousand Popu- 
lar Things, and the Family Encyclopedia, each in twopenny numbers; a 
new weekly paper starts, under the title of The Light of the World; our 
old and much respected contemporary, The Spectator, commences the price 
of Sixpence in lieu of Eightpence; The Mechanic’s Magazine, after a career 
of 35 years, extends its title and aim to that of A Journal of Engineering, 
Agriculture, Machinery, Manufacture, and Shipbuilding, a weekly first-class 
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scientific newspaper; The Eclectic Review increases its size, under new di- 
omaaarg The Busy Bee, No. 1, a Review of Periodical Literature and 
Current Thought, 8d.; The British Controversialist ecommene’s a new series ; 
The Statesman commences a Supplement, to be called The Book World; and 
the Photographie Journal, sustained hitherto as The Liverpool and Man- 
chester P, J., commences the year as a metropolitan paper, under the same 
editorship, but enlarged scope, to be published on the Ist and 15th, the size 
of the Atheneum; Messrs. Blackwood & Son commence the publication of 
Mr. George Henry Lewes’ Physiology of Common Life, in Sixpenny num- 
bers, uniform with Professor Johnston’s Chemistry of Common Life; and 
Messrs. Kent & Co. publish No. 1 of a reissue of George Cruikshank’s Scraps 
and Sketches. 

On the other hand, the last fortnight of the old year has been very 
fruitful of new books, the most important of which are comprised in the fol- 
lowing summary :— 

In History, Travel, and Biography, we have—Colletta’s History of the 
Kingdom of Naples, translated by Horner, with supplement to the end of 
1856, in 2 vols.; Major Hodson’s Twelve Years of Soldier Life in India; 
Douglas Jerrold’s Life and Remains, by his Son, in 1 vol, ; Porter’s History 
of the Knights of Malta, in 2 vols. ; Baillie’s Biographical Memoir of St. Au- 
gustine, a small vol. ; Steane and Hinton’s Notes of a Tour in Sweden; Lord 
Dundonald’s Narrative of Services in the Liberation of Chili, in 2 vols. ; The 
Unprotected Females in Sicily, in 1 vol. 

In Literature, Science, and Art—The Cambridge Essays for 1858, the 
concluding vol. of the series; Professor Aytoun and Theodore Martin’s trans- 
lations of Goethe’s Poems and Ballads, in a fep. vol.; a new edition of Leigh 
THunt’s Town, its Memorable Characters and Events; a new edition of Mit- 
ford’s Recollections of a Literary Life; Piesse’s Natural and Physical Magic ; 
Eminent Men and Popular Books, a new vol. of Essays from the Zimes ; Dr. 
Poran’s New Pictures and Old Panellings, in 1 vol. ; Latham’s Ethnology of 
India, in 1 vol., and Descriptive Ethnology, in 2 vols., by the same author ; 
Miiller’s Early and Modern German Classics, from the 4th to the 19th Cen- 
tury, in 2 separate vols. 

Religious works. include another of Mrs. Mortimer’s little books for the 
young, forming, indeed, a sequel to Line upon Line, entitled More About 
Jesus; 7000 copies were subscribed for—a large number, but hardly to be 
wondered at when one learns that no less than 127,000 copies have been 
sold of the author’s first book, Peep of Day; a filth edition of Gilfillan’s 
Bards of the Bible; Vols. 3 and 4 of Iengstenberg’s Christology of Old 
Testament; St. Paul’s Epistle to the Corinthians compared with the Greek ; 
Whately’s Explanations of the Bible and Prayer-Book; Matthew Henry, his 
Life and Times, a Memorial and ‘Tribute (promised in a few days); a trans- 
lation of Cardinal Cajetan’s Judgment (a. p. 1515) against the Immaculate 
Conception, by the Rev. R. C. Jenkins; a second series of Twelve Lectures 
to the Men of Liverpool, by Hugh Stowell Brown (from Liverpool); and 
Sketches and Lessons from Daily Life, by Felix Friendly (from Ipswich). 

The Life and Times of Carey, Marshman, and Ward, including the His- 
tory of the Serampore Mission, 1s announced for immediate publication, in 2 
vols. 8vo., and, if well edited, it will be a work of considerable interest, as 
there must be abundance of material; also for publication next month, a 
volume of hitherto unpublished Sermons by the late Rev. Robert M. 
M‘Cheyne, with the title of Revival Truth. 

Of Year-books and Annuals there is a supply to the last day of the year. 
They include—The Engineer’s Pocket Book; The Entomologists’ Annual ; 
Crockford’s Annual Volume of Poetry ; The Photographie Almanac, and the 
Art Journal; The Scottish Annual ; Shaw’s Union-Officers’ Manual; Burke’s 
Peerage ; Lodge’s Peerage; Boyle’s Court Guide; and the Royal Calendar. 

In Fiction and its branches:—Mrs. Crowe gives a volume of Ghost 
Stories and Family Legends; Mr. Bennett, of Shadow reputation, Pictures 
of Old Proverbs; a new novel from the pen of Miss Bremer, entitled Father 
and Daughter, translated by Howitt; a collection of popular Tales from the 
Norse ; Deborah’s Diary, from the pleasant writer of Mary Powell, to which 
it is the sequel; a new tale by Cuthbert Bede, entitled Happy Hours at 
Wynford Grange; a fourth edition of John Halifax, Gentleman ; Onwards, 
by the author of Anne Dysart, in 3 vols. ; Yesterday, or Mable’s Story, in 1 
yol.; and a new tale, entitled Winter Evenings, by Leitch Ritchie, the 
veteran author of Schinderhannes, ete. 

Also in days to come there is to be no dearth in works of fiction, as we 
hear of one from Mr. Charles Reade, in 2 vols.: the title might have pro- 
mised three—Maiden, Wife, and Widow; one from Mrs. Gaskell, in 2 vols., 
to be called Around the Sofa; one from Miss Mulock, in 3 vols. ; Adam Bede, 
by George Eliot, in 3 vols., is promised in a few days; one from Miss Jews- 
bury, in 2 vols., called Right and Wrong; and one from Capt. Mayne Reid, 
in 8 vols., entitled Oceola. The two last will be published by Messrs. Hurst 
& Blackett, during the month, as also a new work by Miss Pardve, Episodes 


of French History, with illustrations. 


A volume of thirty or forty Etchings, by the Junior Etching Club, illus- 
trating the poems of Thomas Hood, has just been made public; as full of 
truth and life as the poems that have suggested them. The volume forms at 
once a glorious tribute to the poet’s memory, and a collection of pictures im- 
possible to vie with in interest, within the same space and price. Mr. Mac- 
lean, of the Haymarket, has also published an elegant, but high-priced, 
volume, on the Gardens of England, consisting of colored chromo-lithographs 
of some of the most celebrated gardens in the kingdom. The work is very 
fitly dedicated to the Duchess of Sutherland. 


Messrs. Hogg & Son have “nage in a handsome volume, the Book of 
‘ Battle Songs: a collection of the war songs of various nations. 
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The Poets of the West, consisting of specimens from the American poets 
of the present century, with short biographical notes, is an elegant and ge. 
ceptable volume. Amongst the favorite and well-known pieces, English 
readers will be surprised to find such as “ Home, sweet Home,” * Woodman 
spare that tree,” ete. The work is illustrated by some of the first artists of 
England and America, and printed by Clay. 

Under the title of Arts connected with Architecture, Mr. Vincent 
Brookes publishes a handsome volume, in super-royal folio, illustrated } 
examples in Central Italy, of stained glass, fresco ornaments, marble enamel 
and wood inlay, ete., from the 13th to the 15th century, from drawings 
lately purchased by the Board of Trade for the department of Science and 
Art. The plates are forty-one in number, and are executed in the highest 
style of chromo-lithography 

Mr. Delamotte has completed the publication of his beautiful series of 
photographs, bearing the title of The Sunbeam: it forms a charming volume 
for a present, not at all unsuited to the season, if but one of these sunny De. 
cember days we have enjoyed lately be selected to present it upon. 


The Run-and-Read Library runs on, while readers keep pace. A new 
volume is announced under the title of The Julia, by the Author of Nellie of 
Truro: some 300,000 volumes have, it is stated, been sold of this series 
forming quite an Ipswich manufacture. The publishers of this popular 
series have also just issued a suitable companion volume to their Life of 
Havelock, by the Rev. William Owen, entitled Memorials of Christian Mar. 
tyrs, und others suffering for the Truth in the Indian Rebellion.
